THE SOUTHERN PROBLEM,

A UON3TEE LIGHTHOUSE. 


The construction o( the graat lighthouse 


whieh is to Bland on the brow of the Trooa- 
ilero, in Paris, during the great exhibition 
of 1878, bus begun. The lighthouse iu the 
1867 eibibition was only flfty three metres 
(180 feet) high, -whereas the ipresentoue 
will reach 127 metres, or 413 feet in height. 
The lighthouse has been ordered for Ply- 
mouth, and its white nud red lights will 
be seen seven leagues on the main. It will 
contain ten rooms for attendants, two pro- 
yision hunkers, an infirmary and a bed- 
room with ten beds for the ship-wrecked. 
About fifty meters (102 feet) above tlie 
level of the sea a movable annular plate is 
provided, carrying a big cannon for shoot- 
ing the salvage Hue a range of 8,000 to 10,- 
000 metres. "Near the base of the gigantic 
pharos there is a complete and improved 
life-boat arrangement, which allows a life- 
boat beiug lowered by one hand.
